A joint covering 
ring, E, placed upon the lining of the bot- 
tom A’ and shell A over the joint 4, is adapt- 
ed to closely fit on the joint and rest on the 
lining sections, to which it is brazed or sol- 
dered, forming acid proof joints. The lin- 
of the digester shell may be in the 
form of several cylindrical integral rings of 
suitable height, or, preferably, each lining 
ring may be composed of two or more sepa- 
wate pieces having their vertical edges in 
lose contact, as shown at ¢ in Fig. 2; or 
vertical bars, 7, may be interposed between 
the upright edges of the ring sections, as 
shown in the same figure. The bars d, be- 
ing secured to the shell A, provide ledges 
against which the pieces of a ring, B, closely 
impinge. Any necessary number of lining 
rings, B’, are provided to cover the interior 
of the shell A, and between the adjacent 
edges of two rings there is an annular ledge, 
C, made of the same metal as the shell A. 
The ledges alternate in position with the 
lining rings B’ and afford a support for 
them, as a firm connection is produced be- 
tween the ledges and shell by bolts or 
rivets. The annular ledges C are made of 
an equal thickness with the lining rings B’, 
so that a level surface is afforded on the 
interior of the lining at this stage of con- 
struction.

Upon the inner surface of the iron or 
steel ledges C a preferably iron or steel re- 
enforcement ring, D, is secured on each by 
the screws ¢. The re-enforce rings are 
plano-convex in vertical section, their ex- 
terior plain surfaces being in close contact 
with the faces of the ledges C and their 
convex surfaces inwardly projected. The 
width of the re-enforce rings is greater than 
that of the ledges C, so that a bearing con- 
tact is produced between the rings D and 
the adjacent surfaces of the lining rings B’. 
If the vertical ledges d are used, the ends of 
the vertical bars should fit closely against 
the ledges C and have equal width and 
thickness therewith. 

Over the convex inner surface of each 
ting D is a joint cover, E, made of plate 
metal or metallic composition, which is 
slightly yielding in its nature and prefer- 
ably ‘has a coefficient of expansion under 
heat which is uniform with that of the lin- 
ing rings B. .The joint covering pieces E 
are made to bear upon the convex surface 
°! the rings D, having sufficient width to 
impinge upon the lining rings B’, to which 
these bearing edges are brazed or soldered, 
as at gin Fig. 4. Should there be vertical 
ledges, d, employed to separate the compo- 
nent pieces of a lining ring, B, as before 
mentioned, these ledges are covered by the 
re-enforce bars a’ and joint covering plates 
*, a8 shown in Fig. 2, these cover plates 
haviag. a close contact with the joint cover- 
ing pieces E, and are thereto attached by 
Soldering or brazing, so as to produce an 
acid proof joint between the parts, and the

Notes on Fibre Bleaching. 
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Before bleaching powder, or whatever 
the bleaching agent may be, can act on 
any paper making fibre there must be a 
certain amount of preparation in the way 
of boiling, the action of which, or rather of 
the alkali used, being in some cases an or- | 
dinary combination of acid and base, as in 
the case of straw, but more frequently a 
pretty complicated saponification process. 
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produce the desired effect at once. In 
America the old-fashioned plan of shovel- 
ing in dry bleach still obtains in a good 


many mills, to the delight of the dealer and 


| the injury of the paper maker’s pocket. 


Given a certain amount of half stuffin an 
engine, the best result from any given 
amount of bleach is always obtained by 
thoroughly extracting that bleaching powder 
with the coldest water procurable, and add- 
ing the bleach liquor to the engine in small 
quantities ata time. If circumstances will 
allow of several washings taking place dur- 
ing the bleaching, the result is very good 
with most stocks, but not with all. 

Generally speaking all stocks bleached by 
processes now in vogue require the addition 
of some blue and red ; and this fact 
leads us to further investigate what 
conditions make these additions nec- 
essary, for the use of these colors in- 
troduces an element of uncertainty 
which all who strive for uniform 
makes (and who does not?) like nat- 
urally to avoid as much as possible. 

All incrusting and coloring matters, 
be they pectic or resinous, gray or 
yellow, are only partially removed 
from the fibre by any of the ordinary 
alkali boiling processes, and further 
only so far as they are able to enter 
into more or less soluble combination 
with soda and lime. It is true that 
the combination between them and 
the cellular fibre is loosened by the 
boiling process, but still considerable 
foreign matter is retained by the fibre 
even after careful boiling and wash- 
ing. 

Further, it has been shown by 
chemical investigation that that por- 
tion of the incrusting or coloring 
matter which remains attached to the 
fibre after the boiling and washing 
process is often changed in its nature 
by the action of the alkalies, water 
and heat. It appears that this par- 
ticular portion of incrusting matter if 
treated with chlorine, after being 
acted upon by alkalias in the ordi- 
nary boiling process, is converted into 
a substance which is easily soluble in

a joint covering ring, J’, which has its lower 
edge secured to the lining B, while the 
upper portion is extended to lie upon the 
horizontal face of the angle iron ring J. 
The cover or lid A? is also provided with a 
lining, B, which extends to the periphery 
of the lid and ring J, sothat a tight joint 
is produced when the lid is bolted in place 
on the shell A. 

A coating of acid and heat proof paint or 
varnish is applied to the inner and outer 
surfaces of the digester sheli wall, bottom 
portion A’ and lid A? to protect it from acid, 
gas or steam, so that any minute leaks from 
the interior will not injuriously affect the 
durability of the structure. 

The metallic alloy preferably used for the 
manufacture of the entire lining consists of 
lead, 75 parts; antimony, 17 parts; tin, 8 
parts. To the metals mentioned a small 
percentage of copper should be added, which 
will supplement the amount of that metal 
usually found in lead of commerce sold 
under the trade name of ‘‘chemical’’ lead. 
The alloy resulting from the melting to- 
gether of the metals named and in the 
proportions about as stated will afford a 
hard acid proof alloy, having a coéfticient 
of expansion nearly equivalent to that of 
the iron or steel shell, so that if the device 
is manufactured in a workmanlike manner 
a durable and comparatively cheap digester 
will be produced.

composition that matter may be, and yet 
not attack the fibre more than can possibly 
be avoided, as the yield of paper making 
fibre is quickly reduced to a considerable 
extent when the boiling process is pushed 
so far as to cause conversion of cellulose 
into soluble products. Excess of alkali, too 
little water, too high steam pressure, and 
hence temperature, are also capable of in- 
ducing or assisting in these destructive 
changes. 

In boiling ordinary rags and similar 
stocks pectic acid chiefly goes into combina- 
tion with the alkali and gives the familiar 
brown solution which should contain only 
non-cellular matter. If rags, for example, 
were to be treated with bleaching powder 
without preliminary boiling a white stock 
would certainly be obtained, but at the ex- 
pense of a heavy consumption of bleach 
and with a very small yield of paper mak- 
ing fibre, as the bleaching action would 
have to take place to such a violent extent 
that much of the fibre would be made so 
tender as to result in its passing through 
the drum washed. 


The preliminary boiling of all kinds of 
stock which have to be bleached is of far 
more economical importance than is gen- 
erally believed by people who have not 
made a special study of the chemistry of 
cellulose, and often a considerable reduction 
of the bleach account can be made by sim- 
ple and inexpensive aiterations in the boil- 
ing department. 


A truth which should be better known 
than it is consists in the fact that to obtain

The ordinary gray coloring matter which 
is not of a pectic nature is easily and nat- 
urally decolorized by chlorination; no so- 
lution is required and it is not soluble in 
alkalies. Pectic coloring matter which has 
been acted upon by alkalies, on the other 
hand, is decomposed only with difficulty 
by chlorine, and if present with cellular 
fibre which has been properly prepared for 
bleaching it may often be noticed that the 
fibre may be not a little tendered before 
the dark yellow pectic coloring matter is 
attacked to any appreciable extent. 


It may be stated as a fact that with any 
ordinary system of chlorine bleaching as 
now in vogue no half stuff can be economi- 
cally produced which will be white enough 
not to require any addition at all of blue 
or red, unless the bleaching is so far pushed 
as to result in the decomposition of a cer- 
tain amount of cellulose. 


The formation of a yellowish tint in paper 
made of bleached stock, after this paper 
has been warehoused. for some time, is by 
no means a novel observation, but it is inti- 
mately connected with the above mentioned 
facts relating tothe behavior of incrusting 
matter with alkalies. Had the stock from 
which such paper was made been tested by 
moistening with ammonia the formation of 
a fairly deep yellow color would have 
shown the presence of pectic coloring mat- 
ter in an altered form. The aforemen-

The chemistry of cellulose is almost a 
| virgin field in Amerian paper making, and 
little has been worked on it even in Europe, 
| but it cannot be denied that there are few 
more promising lines for technical chemists 
to turn their attention to. The classic 
writings of Dr. Hugo Miller (** Die Pflauzen- 
faser,’’ &c.) will afford valuable help~ to 
those wishing to take up this line of work, 
and some data can be obtained from the 
publications of Cross & Bevan, of London, 
England. 

Dr. Carl Kellner, of Vienna, the brilliant 
doyen of the sulphite cellulose industry, has 
shown in one of his recent patent speci- 
fications relating to the manufacture of 
bleached cellulose by an electrolytic proc- 
ess that he fully appreciates the im- 
portance from an economic point of view 
of the facts above alluded to. 

To return to the phenomena previously 
under discussion, it is very probable that 
one reason why, if the total amount of 
bleaching liquid required is added at once, 
the result is not so satisfactory may be as 
follows: The gummy and highly colored 
substances formed by the action of chlorine 
on incrusting matter partly changed by the 
action of alkalies and heat seem to form a 
kind of varnish or coating on the fibres 
which prevents the further action of bleach 
until partly removed by washing. Many 
so-called improvements in bleaching have 
stranded on the fact that both gaseous and 
aqueous solution of chlorine act very vio- 
lently on the fibres unless very carefully 
applied, as in the most modern gas bleach- 
ing processes. 

Concerning the bleaching action of the 
hypochlorites, such as bleaching powder, it 
is rather remarkable to note that in two of 
the most successful and newest methods the 
conditions of success are exactly opposite. 
In the one the stock is treated with bleach- 
ing liquor and air is carefully excluded and 
carbonic acid gas substituted, while in the 
other air is caused to freely circulate in and 
among the stock in course of being bleached 
and the operation is even hastened by the 
passage of oxygen gas. 

Some six or eight years ago the writer 
was shown in Paris a most imgenious proc- 
ess for alternately and automatically 
treating paper stock with bleaching liquid 
until all free chlorine was utilized, and then 
with weak alkali and water under pressure 
to remove the decomposition products and 
make way for fresh chlorine to act. The 
process was of Russian invention; the 
plant, although extensive, was cheap to 
construct and of very high capacity and the 
results obtained were certainly remarkable, 
particularly in the following lines, viz., no

going back of either stock or paper to yel- 
low shades, hence no blue or red required ;

The process or plant may have had weak

Power Company, started the bidding at 
$175,000, and he and Mr. Gill raised these 
figures until the final bid was made. Mr. 


Gill represents a syndicate said to include 
Moses Newton, James H. Newton, L. J. 
Powers, J. D. Gill and others.

The Springfield people claim 
that the absolute sale of the property places 
it beyond redemption.

wives there should sometimes be found ob- 
jects of much suggestive interest and even 
of much intrinsic value.

Relative Position of the Leblanc | 


and Ammonia Soda Industries. 





The recent consolidation of the prin- 
cipal Leblanc works in the United Kingdom 
into as the United 


Alkali Cempany, Limited, has resulted, as is 


one concern, known 
too well known by our readers, in a very 
heavy rise in the price of caustic soda, car 
bonated alkaliand bleach. The anxiety on 
the part of the Le Blanc makers to form a 
company to buy over their property was due 
to two chief causes.” First, the collapse of 
the Bleach Association ; second, the weak 
position of the soda trade owing to the ever

be looked upon as a registered combination 
to maintain prices at sucha level that a 
profit can be made upon those products 
which up to recently could only be pro- 
duced at a loss. 

We may now compare the various opera- 
tions of the Leblanc and ammonia soda proc- 
esses. In the Leblanc process common salt 
—chloride of sodium—is treated with oil of 
vitriol, producing salt cake and hydrochloric 
The salt cake so produced is con- 
verted either into soda products or sold to 
glass makers. If the consumption of salt 
cake for glass making was equal to the pro- 
duction, then the Leblanc trade would be in 
a firmer position ; but this, unfortunately for 
the Leblanc maker, is not so, and as a con- 
sequence the bulk of the salt cake is con- 
verted into soda products by treating the 
salt cake with coal and limestone in re- 
volving furnaces, where it is changed into 
‘*black ash’’—not to be confounded with 
the black ash of the paper makers’ recov- 
ery plant. 

The black ash is treated with water in 
vats, and the soluble matters are dissolved, 
the residue being vat waste, which is treat- 
ed more or less profitably for sulphur by 
Chance’s process. The solution from the 
vats, which is known as vat liquor, is used 
for the manufacture of caustic soda, car- 
bonated alkali, soda crystals or caustic 
alkali, each product requiring for its com- 
pletion a costly and somewhat obsolete proc- 
ess. The hydrochloric acid gas produced 
in the initial stage of the process having 
been condensed by water into hydrochloric 
acid solution in stone towers is converted 
into bleach or other chlorine products by 
Weldon’s process. Thus by the Leblanc 
process does salt yield its’ sodium as soda 
products, and its chlorine as chlorine prod- 
ucts. In the ammonia soda process a solu- 


acid gas. 
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tion of common salt—preferably for cheap- 
ness, natural brine—is treated by ammonia 
and carbonic acid gas produced by burning 
limestone and coke in a suitable kiln. By 
this means the salt is decomposed into bi- 
carbonate soda, which, by suitable treat- 
ment, will yield any soda product at a much 
lower price than can be attained by the 
Leblanc process. 

The ammonia used in the process is con- 
tinuously regenerated in suitable vessels by 
means of the lime produced in the afore- 
mentioned kiln. The chlorine of the salt, 
however, inthe ammonia process is not con- 
vertible, being lost as chloride of calcium, 
and although it can be easily made to yield 
its chlorine it cannot be made to do so with 
profit. This is, then, the practical position 
of the two industries. The Leblanc yields 
soda and chlorine from salt, but to produce 
the latter it is essential to produce alkali at 
aheavy cost price. By the ammonia proc- 
ess alkali alone can only be produced at a 
very lowcost. It is unnecessary to add 
thatif the chlorine of the salt used in the 
ammonia soda process could be made to 
yield cheaply its chlorine as bleach, then 
the Leblanc trade would be a dead indus- 
try. Many able minds have been and are 
at work on the problem—Solvay on the 
Continent, and Mond in this country—and it 
will be a woful day for the tottering Le- 
blanc trade when ammonia soda makers go 
in for bleach. We cannot do better than 
quote from a paper read before the Society 
of Chemical Industry by E. K. Muspratt, a 
director of the United Alkali Company. 
Limited. In the journal of that society for 
1886, Vol. V., page 411, he says: 

The problem before the Leblanc maker isa very diffi- 
cult one, for he not only has to face the competition of 
the ammonia soda makers in the price he obtains for his 
alkali, but if he increases the ‘quantity of bleaching 
powder made and the consumption remains the same 
the price of this product must also fall. A satisfactory 
position of the trade can only then be approached 
when the bleaching powder and other chlorine prod 
ucts together are the equivalent of the quantity of salt 
decomposed, and such a price is obtained for the 
chlorine as will compensate the Leblanc maker for his 
loss on the alkali produced. 

Let us see what is meant by these re- 
marks. To produce a ton of bleach the 
Leblanc maker has to produce, to get his 
acid for making the bleach, 60 cwt. (3 tons) 
of salt cake, which he may sell if he has 
a market for it, or otherwise turn it into 
alkali. 

The salt cake costs him 35s. per ton, and 
if he sells it below cost of production, which 
he had to do prior to the formation of the 
United Alkali Company, then the loss falls 
upon the bleach. Bleach costs 65s. per ton

| passage of this bill. This is right. 
Copyright is protection, and the benefit 
of the principle should be extended to 
all industries likely to be affected. We 
can find no fault with any equitable 
measure. 





IN a recent issue we quoted from the 
report of the consul general of the 
United States at London, giving figures 
as to the trade exchanges between the 
United Kingdom and the United States. 
These figures were gathered from 
British official sources and showed that 
our exports to Great Britain during the 
year 1889 were valued at about $258,- 
000,000 more than our imports from 
that country. Referring to this report 
one of the English papers remarks :., 


The report of the United States consul general in 
London on the trade between Great Britain and the 
United States during 1889 shows that Great Britain 
trades twice as largely with the United States as with 
any other country, and that the States sell Great 
Britain twice as much as they purchase from her. 
Almost one-fourth of Great Britain's entire import 
trade consists of American products, and about 
one-seventh of her exports is purchased by the 


| United States. During the year 1889 the United 
| States sent to Great Britain goods to the 
value of $477,000,000, and bought in return 
$219,000,000 worth of goods. We buy food 
| from America because it is to our advantage to 
do so, and we have no right to complain because 


| the Americans will not take goods in exchange to the 
full value of our importations. The barriers raised 
against our goods on the other side of the Atlantic in- 
jure American commerce at least as much as they do 
British International trade means the ex- 
change of commodities, and a nation refusing to buy 
from other countries must eventually lose the power 
of selling to them.

Upon the finding we hold that the mer- 
chandise was properly classified as manu- 
factures of wool not specially provided for 
and returned for duty under paragraph 392 
N. T. 

The term blankets used in paragraph 393 
N. T. is descriptive of a particular class of 
goods well known in trade and commerce. 


The merchandise in question, a portion | 


of which is designated as machine blankets 


and press blankets, does not in our opinion | 


fall within the particular class of goods re- 
ferred to in paragraph 393. 

We have reached this conclusion from 
the evidence of expert witnesses and a care- 
ful consideration of former tariff legislation.

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Origin of Envelopes. 


The institution of payment for the 
carriage of letters and enve pe dates, * 
far as can be athered, from the reign of 
Louis XIV.—says the n 
—when a certain Sieur de Valfyer instituted 
a service of private post, with the royal 
consent He placed boxes at the corners of 
streets for the reception of the letters. Thess 
letters were inclosed in envelopes bought at 
special offices therefor In 1653 M. de Val 


fyer had also ‘‘ note forms, 


billets,’’ for the dispat h of ordinary busi 
ness communications for the inhabitants of 
the larger towns One of these " has 
been preserved to our own day 


Pélisson, the friend of Mme. de Sévigneé, 


amused himself with this method of corre- 
spondence He once filled the blank por 
tion of a 4i//e¢ with a letter addressed to 


Mile. de Scudéry, in which he called her 
**Sapho,”’ signing himself, in the fashion of 
the time, ‘‘ Pisandre.”’ 

This is the note which has been preserved, 
and it is probably the oldest existing exam- 
ple of a franked envelope. 

Another model is represented by a letter 
in an envelope written by Louis XIV. him. 
self to a son he had by Mme. de Montespan, 
the Count of Toulouse, Admiral of the Fleet 
during the siege of Barcelona. The letteris 
dated Versailles, April 29, 1706, written, 
sealed, and addressed by the king’s own 
hand. 

While the use of envelopes in France had 
become common, they were not used in 
England at all, except for official corre 
spondence—carriage free. 

Among the archives of the British em 
pire there is a letter addressed May 16, 
1696, to the Se« retary of State, the Right 
Hon. Sir William Trumball, by Sir James 
Ogilvie. This letter is 44g inches long by 
3 inches broad, almost the same as our 
modern envelopes. There is also preserved 
among the papers of an ancient Yorkshire 
family an envelope of fine paper, of the 
same squared form, which was sent from 
Genoa in the year 1759. 

We see from a passage of Le Sage’s ‘Gil 
Blas,’’ published in 1725—** Aurora de Gus- 
man took two 4///ets, put them in an en 
velope,’’ &c.—that at that epech they com- 
monly used envelopes for letters. 

In the Egerton collection of MSS. at the 
British Museum there is an envelope resem- 
bling our present envelopes, which contains 
a letter from Mme. de Pompadour addressed 
to the Duchesse d’Aiguillon in the year 
1760. There is also a letter addressed by 
Frederick the Great to an English general in 
his service. It is dated Potsdam, July 28, 
1766, and has for cover an envelope of 
coarse paper similar to those in use in Eng- 
land at the present time. The difference 
between the two is that the one is open at 
both ends, while at the present time they 
are opened at the top. Before the introduc 
tion of the penny post envelopes were rare 
ly used in England, because extra carriage 
was charged for every paper inclosed in an- 


other.

Of the numerous substitutes for gut- 
ta percha which the increased scarcity of 
this product makes necessary, paper made 
from manilla fibres seems to answer all re- 
quirements when free from gums, rosins 
and mineral substances, which, as silica for 
instance, give it inductive power. 

In order to make such paper fit for use 
in electrical apparatus the fibres are treated 
as follows: After they have been boiled 
they are treated with a solution of car- 
bonate of soda and lime, care being taken 


to keep them immovable by pressing them 
between boards. The fibres are then washed, 
pounded and beated until they reach, the 
felty state. The pulp thus obtained is con- 
verted into paper without sizing, of which 
strips about one-half inch in width are 
rolled up on the conductors by a mechan. 
ical device. 

A great drawback to the use of this pa- 
per, however, lies in its extreme combusti-
